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QUINN  CAMPAIGN  CHARGED  WITH 
ILLEGAL  USE  OF  STATE  OFFICES 


[This  special  investigative  report  was  writ¬ 
ten  and  researched  for  GCN  by  David  Brill, 
Tom  Hurley,  Ellen  B.  Davis  and  Ian  John¬ 
son.] 

BOSTON  (GCN)  -  Charges  of  illegal 
campaign  practices  have  been  lodged 
against  the  Massachusetts  gubernatorial 
campaign  of  Attorney  General  Robert  H. 
Quinn  by  a  former  staff  aide.  Jan  Beck, 
who  has  been  “advance  man”  for  Quinn 
since  Aug.  5  of  this  year,  has  documented 
for  the  Gay  Community  News  the  daily 
illegal  use  of  state  government  office  space 
and  telephones  at  public  expense. 

He  also  alleges  that  campaign  staffers 
who  are  neither  members  of  the  Attorney 
General’s  office  staff  nor  civil  servants  are 
using  Commonwealth  owned  facilities  in 
the  Quinn  election  effort. 

Campaign  Irregularities 

According  to  Beck,  the  Quinn  campaign 
staff  has  constantly  used  state  telephones 
for  campaign  business.  Such  a  practice  is  in 
violation  of  the  Fair  Campaign  Practices 
Act  and  conflict-of-interest  laws.  Beck  has 
witnessed  the  use  of  the  following  official 
telephone  lines  in  the  Office  of  the  Attor¬ 


ney  General,  Criminal  Division:  727-2240, 
2241,  2242,' 2243.  The  campaign  use  of 
these  lines  has  been  verified  by  Gay  Com¬ 
munity  News.  When  a  call  was  placed  to 
Beck  at  the  Criminal  Division,  8th  floor, 

131  Tremont  St.,  727-2241,  the  secretary 
acknowledged  his  existence  in  the  Criminal 
Division  Offices  and  connected  the  caller 
with  the  appropriate  extension.  The  ans¬ 
werer  at  the  extension  hesitantly  responded 
that  there  was  no  such  person.  On  an  im¬ 
mediate  return  call,  the  same  secretary 
denied  both  Beck’s  existence  and  the  pre¬ 
vious  phone  call.  Checked  with  the  State 
House  Personnel  Directory,  Beck  is  not  a 
State  Employee,  and  his  verified  existence 
in  this  office  substantiates  unauthorized 
use  of  state  offices. 

A  Quinn  campaign  document  obtained 
by  the  Gay  Community  News  entitled: 
Quinn  ’74  Cluster  Co-Ordinators  and  Res¬ 
pective  City [Town  Co-Ordinators  lists  as 
other  campaign  phones  the  following  num¬ 
bers  within  the  Attorney  General’s  office: 
727-2225,  Division  of  Eminent  Domain; 
727-2216,  Administrative  Division;  727- 
8400,  Consumer  Protection  Division;  727- 
2235,  Charitable  Trust  Division;  727-2257, 


Industrial  Accident  Division;  727-2207, 
Drug  Section;  727-5025,  Torts  and  Claims 
Division.  In  addition,  two  other  Common¬ 
wealth  numbers  appeared  on  the  campaign 
list:  727-2470,  Office  of  State  Counsel 
James  R.  McIntyre;  and  727-4646,  office 
of  Rep.  M.  Joseph  Manning  (D-Mileton), 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on 
Taxation. 

The  information  contained  in  this  doc¬ 
ument  appears  to  show  the  extent  to  which 
Quinn’s  election  committee  is  illegally  us¬ 
ing  state  offices  for  the  purpose  of  conduct¬ 
ing  their  political  campaign. 

Beck  further  alleges  that  the  office  of 
Assistant  Attorney  General  William  Har- 
rad,  located  on  the  eighth  floor  of  13 1  Tre¬ 
mont  St.,  is  used  almost  exclusively  as  the 
“advance  office”  for  the  Quinn  campaign. 
“During  the  time  I  was  there,”  Beck  said, 

“I  never  witnessed  any  legitimate  business 
of  the  Attorney  General  being  conducted” 
in  that  room.  He  says  that  at  least  five  per¬ 
sons  worked  in  the  office  daily,  from  noon 
to  about  ten  at  night,  and  that  almost  all 
were  “advance  people”  for  Quinn  involved 
in  campaign  activities,  not  official  state 
business.  These  people,  who  were  not  em¬ 


ployed  by  the  Commonwealth,  included 
Jess  Juliante,  Tom  Benninghof,  John  Boyle, 
Larry  Boyle,  and  Beck.  Beck  was  told, 
when  he  first  began  working  for  Quinn 
that  campaign  staff  who  had  no  official 
business  being  in  Harrad’s  office  would  have 
to  be  prepared  to  evacuate  quickly  in  the 
event  of  a  “problem”.  At  that  time,  Beck 
says,  he  did  not  understand  what  the  term 
“problem”  meant.  However,  in  recent  days 
this  has  become  more  apparent  to  Beck, 
who  told  Gay  Community  News  that  at  8: 1 5 
p.m.,  Thursday,  Sept.  5,  he  and  others  in 
the  Criminal  Divisions  office  received  phone 
calls  from  top  staff  aides  Jerry  D’Avolio 
and  Kevin  Readen,  stating  “we’ve  had  some 
strange  phone  calls  over  here.  I  think  Chan¬ 
nel  4  is  trying  to  prove  something.”  .  .  lock 
up  and  get  out.”  At  4  p.m.  the  next  day  - 
(Friday,  Sept.  6),  Beck  stated  his  office 
was  told:  “I  think  they’re  on  to  us— get  out 
of  the  building.”  Further  directions  were 
to  walk  around  the  Boston  Common  be¬ 
fore  going  to  43  Winter  St.,  Quinn’s  “pub¬ 
lic”  headquarters. 

Beck’s  Involvement 

Beck,  who  has  had  ten  years’  experience 
in  political  campaigns  invluding  the  Mc-

ABC  Ignores  Gays

BOSTON  (GCN)  —  In  a  move  last  week, 
the  ABC  TV  Network  approved  an  airdate 
of  Oct.  8  for  a  hotly  protested  “Marcus 
Welby,  M.D.”  program  over  the  objections 
of  its  west  coast  executives.  Members  of 
the  ABC  Broadcast  Standards  and  Practi¬ 
ces  Division  in  Los  Angeles  voted  to  “scrap” 
the  program  “The  Outrage”  as  unfit  to  be 
broadcast.  However,  executives  Richard 
Gitter  and  Alfred  Schneider  of  the  New 
York  Broadcast  S&P  overruled  the  west 
coast  division  and  set  the  air  date. 

“The  Outrage”  deals  with  the  rape  of  a 
14-year-old  boy  by  his  male  science  teacher 
and  had  been  unanimously  condemned  by 
gay  organizations  and  individuals  across 
the  country. 

In  Boston,  WCVB-TV  General  Manager 
Robert  Bennett  has  agreed  to  allow  gay 
leaders  to  view  the  program  when  it  be¬ 
comes  available  to  the  station.  Bennett  said 
the  viewing  would  be  part  of  a  larger  dis¬ 
cussion  on  the  needs  of  the  gay  community 
and  WCVB’s  responsibility  to  us  as  a  min¬ 
ority  group. 

Bennett’s  promise  of  a  viewing  marks 
the  first  time  an  ABC  station  has  agreed  to 


allow  gays  to  see  the  program  before  its 
airdate.  In  New  York,  network  executives 
have  repeatedly  refused  to  acknowledge  the 
growing  gay  protest  of  the  program.  Schnei¬ 
der  recently  told  Morty  Manfred  of  the  New 
York  Gay  Activists  Alliance  that  under  no 
circumstances  would  ABC  negotiate  with 
gay  people.  •  Schneider  abruptly  cancelled 
the  only  meeting  that  had  been  scheduled 
when  the  national  protest  began  five  weeks 
ago. 

New  York  activists  have  been  working 
closely  with  gay  personnel  within  ABC  to 
convince  the  network  to  listen  to  the  pro¬ 
test  and  block  the  program  from  the  na¬ 
tional  network.  A  list  of  known  “Welby” 
sponsors  and  their  ad  agencies  has  been 
drawn  up  and  people  are  now  urged  to 
write  to  these  people  and  tell  them  not  to 
buy  time  on  “The  Outrage.”  A  national  gay 
boycott  will  be  arranged  of  all  products 
that  advertise  on  the  program,  should  it 
reach  the  air. 

Outside  of  the  gay  organizations,  several 
national  organizations  are  also  considering 
action  to  stop  the  ABC  network  program. 
John  Spiegal,  president  of  the  American

Psychiatric  Association,  has  asked  his  board 
of  directors  for  permission  to  work  “with 
vigor”  on  stopping  the  program.  Spiegal, 
when  shown  the  script,  immediately  agreed 
with  New  York  gay  leaders  that  it'  would 
seriously  damage  the  gay  civil  rights  move¬ 
ment.  The  APA  “gay  is  not  sick”  ruling 
included  a  strong  stand  on  gay  civil  rights. 
Albert  Shankar,  president  of  the  American 
Federaiion  of  Teachers,  said  his  organiza¬ 
tion  is  “mulling  over”  the  possibility  of 
action  against  ABC.  The  AFT,  according  to 
Bruce  Voeller  of  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force,  is  very  concerned  about  the  effect 
“The  Outrage”  will  have  on  all  single  male 
teachers,  regardless  of  the  sexual  (orienta¬ 
tion.

PORTLAND,  Maine  (GCN)  -  The  Maine 


THOMSON  DEFEAT 
PREDICTED 


Gay  Task  Force  has  joined  the  nationwide 
protest  against  ABC-TV.  The  latest  issue  of 
the  MGTF  Newsletter  is  critical  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  script  for  ABC’s  “Marcus  Welby, 
M.D.”  That  script,  entitled  “The  Outrage,” 
deals  with  the  rape  of  a  fourteen-year-old 
boy  by  one  of  his  teachers.  The  Newsletter, 
in  calling  for  a  stop  to  what  it  called  an 
“outrageous”  screenplay,  feared  the  pro¬ 
posed  ABC  program  would  serve  as  a  “mas¬ 
sive  psychological  incentive  for  homo- 
phobic  heterosexuals  to  redouble  their  op¬ 
position  to  basic  civil  rights  of  all  gay  peo¬ 
ple.”  The  Maine  gay  publication  also  called 
on  readers  to  contact  the  local  ABC  affili¬ 
ate,  informing  the  general  manager  that  if 
the  show  is  aired  locally,  militant  action 
would  be  taken  against  the  station.  Citing 
a  Federal  Communications  Commission 
view  that  broadcast  stations  operate  in  the 
public  interest,  the  MGTF  Newsletter  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  program  would  not  be  in 
the  interest  of  the  gay  community,  and 
would  severaly  damage  the  movement  to¬ 
ward  personal  freedom  and  civil  rights.  The 
publication  urged  readers  to  write  letters  of 
protest  against  the  controversial  “Marcus 
Welby,  M.D.”  installment  to  the  general 
manager  of  Maine  ABC  affiliates  WMTW- 
TV  in  Portland,  and  WEMT-TV  in  Bangor. 
The  program  has  been  scheduled  for  airing 
in  early  October. 

BANGOR,  Maine  (GCN)  -  The  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Bangor  Unitarian  Gay  Caucus 
says  the  group  has  developed  during  the 
spring  and  summer.  Sturgis  Haskins  reports 
that  the  ministers  of  the  Bangor  Unitarian 
Church  have  been  outspoken  in  their  sup¬ 
port  of  Bangor’s  Unitarian  Gay  Caucus,  and 
have  lent:  the  church’s  facilities  for  meet¬ 
ings  and  dances.  The  group  by  choice  does 
not  hold  regular  meetings.  Haskins  says  the 
organization’s  purpose  is  to  represent  the 
interests  of  the  local  Unitarian  gay  com¬ 
munity  within  the  Church,  and  to  affiliate 
with  the  National  Unitarian-Universalist 
Gay  Caucus. 


PORTLAND  (GCN)  —  Maine’s  gay  or¬ 
ganization  coalition,  the  Maine  Gay  Task 
Force,  has  announced  taking  the  first  steps 
toward  the  establishment  of  a  state-wide 
counselling  service.  The  Task  Force,  which 
represents  nine  mmeber  organizations  in 
Maine,  has  already  recruited  volunteers  to 
staff  the  new  service.  MGTF  hopes  to  train 
some  of  the  volunteers  as  para-professionals, 
and  says  if  the  service  is  used  by  a  funded 
agency,  the  counsellors  may  be  paid  for 
their  service.  The  Maine  Gay  Task  Force 
was  created  in  1974  with  political,  educa¬ 


tional,  legal,  and  social  goals.  Its  address  is 
P.O.  Box  4542,  Portland,  Maine  04112. 

BRUNSWICK  (GCN)  —  Participation  by 
two  Maine  gay  organizations  in  a  lengthy 
picketing-demonstration  here  has  resulted 
in  some  publicity  for  the  groups  in  the 
press.  LAMDA  of  Brunswick  and  Portland’s 
Gay  Rights  Organization,  which  increasing¬ 
ly  have  taken  the  initiative  in  rights  activ¬ 
ity,  picketed  in  recent  weeks  against  the 
Stowe  House  Restaurant  in  Brunswick.  An 
overly-zealous  manager  had  fired  most  of 
the  waitresses  to  replace  them  with  waters. 
While  other  organizations  were  involved, 
gay  brothers  and  sisters,  who  were  out  in 
greater  force,  reportedly  theld  the  demom  I 
stration  together.  The  Portland  Press-Herald 
mentioned  that  LAMBDA  and  GRO  parti¬ 
cipated.  The  Stowe  House  was  formerly 
owned  by  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe,  and  it 
was  there  that  she  wrote  Uncle  Tom ’s 
Cabin. 

BANGOR  (GCN)  —  Gay  Support  and 
Action  in  Bangor,  once  Maine’s  largest  and 
most  active  organization,  seems  to  be  hav¬ 
ing  difficulties.  An  election  scheduled  for 
early  August  had  to  be  postponed  when 
nobody  ran  for  office.  While  GSA  expects 
to  sign  a  lease  soon  for  a  headquarters, 
membership  and  attendance  is  reported  to 
be  markedly  down.  Some  fear  the  organi¬ 
zation  may  be  forced  to  disband  due  to 
lack  of  interest. 

GSA  was  officially  founded  in  the  spring 
of  1973.  It  was  a  direct  outgrowth  of  a 
course  on  homosexuality  at  the  University 
of  Maine’s  Abenaki  Free  College,  where  the 
course  began  in  February  of  that  year.  GSA 
initiated  a  “first”  for  the  State  of  Maine  by 
holding  open  meetings  and  dances  at  the 
Unitarian  Parish  House  on  Bangor’s  Main 
Street.  During  the  early  days,  membership 
came  from  all  over  eastern  and  northern 
Maine.  But  with  the  founding  of  the  Wilde- 
Stein  Club  at  the  University  of  Maine  in 
nearby  Orono,  much  of  the  active  member¬ 
ship  was  drawn  off.  And  an  increasing  lack 
of  interest  by  Hancock  County  Gays,  who 
had  been  prime  movers  in  the  early  effort, 
made  for  rough  sledding  for  the  GSA.  Hopes 
were  rekindled  this  past  June,  when  the 
group  announced  it  would  sign  a  lease  this 
month  for  a  new  headquarters.  The  former 
Parish  House  facilities  had  been  rented  out 
to  a  new  repertory  theater.  GSA’s  main 
source  of  income  had  been  their  monthly 
dances,  and  those  were  discontinued  in  May. 
So  far,  the  dances  have  not  been  revived.

MANCHESTER,  N.H.  (GCN)  -  Some 
political  observers  in  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire’s  largest  city,  are  predicting  de¬ 
feat  in  the  Sept.  10  primary  election  for 
Governor  Meldrim  Thomson  Jr.  Thomson, 
a  conservative  Republican,  is  running  for 
reelection.  But  the  anti-gay  governor  has 
stiff  opposition  from  a  challenger  in  his 
own  party,  state  Senate  President  David 
Nixon.  Gubernatorial  candidate  Nixon  is  , 
expected  to  defeat  Thomson  in  the  Repub¬ 
lican  primary,  if  only  by  a  small  margin.  ~ 
Although  Gov.  Thomson  has  in  the  past 
threatened  to  hold  up  the  budget  of  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  for  permit- 
ting  gay  student  activities,  gay  rights  have 
not  been  an  issue  in  the  primary  race.  The 
governor’s  use  of  undated  resignations  from 
some  top  state  officials,  his  over-expendi¬ 
tures  on  staff  expenses,  and  his  full  support 
of  the  location  of  an  oil  refinery  in  New 
Hampshire  have  been  the  issues.  Mean- 


ST.  LOUIS  (GCN)  -  Gay  bars  may  be 
helping  the  cause  of  energy  conservation. 
That  is  the  reluctant  conclusion  by  some 
gay  activists  here  following  a  statement  by 
a  scientist  at  Washington  University  in  St. 
Louis.  Dr.  Barry  Commoner,  director  of 
the  Center  for  the  Biology  of  Natural  Sys¬ 
tems  at  the  university,  says  local  taverns 
save  energy  in  several  ways.  First,  bars  us¬ 
ually  do  not  serve  beer  and  ale  in  throw¬ 
away  bottles  and  cans.  Dr.  Commoner 
claims  that  the  unnecessary  production  of 
throwaway  containers  makes  for  the  ineffi¬ 
cient  use  of  electricity  in  manufacturing. 

In  additon,  the  refillable  tavern  bottles  do 
not  contribute  greatly  to  roadside  litter. 
Second,  Commoner  says  bar  drinks  are 
served  in  re-usable  glasses  instead  of  dis¬ 
posable  cups.  That  eliminates  what  may  be

BOSTON  (GCN)  —  Lively  discussion 
erupted  at  last  Saturday’s  gay  brunch  on 
the  topic  of  the  Gay  Defense  League.  The 
brunches,  held  the  first  Saturday  of  the 
month  at  the  Charles  Street  Meetinghouse 
in  Boston,  bring  together  representatives  of 
various  gay  groups  in  the  area,  and  this 
month’s  session  focused  heavily  on  the  De¬ 
fense  League.  Randy  Gibson,  the  leader  of 
the  G.D.L.,  gave  some  dozens  who  attended 
a  status  report.  The  aim  of  the  League  is  to 
protect  gays  from  attacks  of  violence  on  the 
streets  and  elsewhere  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
Gibson  first  announced  that  the  Gay  De¬ 
fense  league  meets  every  Tuesday  evening 
at  eight  at  the  Charles  Street  Meetinghouse, 
Next,  he  outlined  the  future.  Predicting 
that  the  G.D.L.  was  going  to  take  a  long 
time  to  get  going,  Gibson  warned  that 
members  needed  to  have  commitment  for 
the  project  to  be  successful.  And  he  said 
the  G.D.L.  will  try  to  work  with  the  police 
in  reducing  the  number  of  attacks  on  gays. 
However,  Gibson  remarked  that  “if  the 
police  don’t  do  anything,  we’re  not  going 


while,  the  governor  has  been  basing  his 
campaign  mostly  on  the  fact  that  taxes  have 
not  gone  up  during  his  first  two-year  term 
of  office.  Political  insiders  claim  that  if 
Thomson  is  defeated  in  the  primary,  he 
will  run  as  an  Independent  in  ghe  general 
election  in  November.  Gov.  Thomson  has 
the  endorsement  of  the  Manchester  Union 
Leader  and  its  publisher,  William  Loeb. 

The  Union  Leader  last  month  carried  a 
three-day,  front-page  feature  series  on  Man¬ 
chester’s  gay  bars.  Although  the  series  con¬ 
tained  a  great  deal  of  accurate  information, 
the  stories  were  heavily  laced  with  preju¬ 
dicial,  anti-gay  slogans  and  warnings.  New 
Hampshire  political  observers  do  not  con¬ 
sider  the  “gay  expose”  in  the  Union  Leader 
to  be  a  serious  factor  in  either  the  primary 
or  general  election.  In  fact,  many  candi¬ 
dates,  both  Democratic  and  Republican, 
discount  the  anti-gay  daily  as  having  much 
influence  over  the  voter  any  more  at  all. 


a  synthetic  product,  which  he’s  against, 
and  substitutes  human  labor  for  the  use  of 
energy.  The  conservation-minded  scientist 
charges  that  the  chemical,  petroleum-refin¬ 
ing,  and  paper  industries  are  among  the 
most  inefficient  users  of  electricity.  But 
what  may  be  the  most  interesting  argu¬ 
ment  in  favor  of  neighborhood  gay  bars, 
although  Dr..  Commoner  did  not  mention 
gay  bars  specifically,  is  his  observation  on 
one  of  the  causes  of  alcohol  problems  in 
this  country:  “the  fact  that  people  drink  at 
cocktail  parties  or  at  home  instead  of  in 
taverns,  where  there  is  a  certain  sense  of 
community.”  That  cause  may  not  be  so 
acute  in  Boston,  where,  for  example,  at 
least  four  of  the  most  successful  gay  bars' 
are  located  in  neighborhoods  with  sizeable 
gay  communities. 


to  stand  idly  by  and  watch  gays  getting  beat 
up  or  murdered.”  That  raised  the  question 
of  vigilanteism.  Two  persons  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  were  in  favor  of  vigilante  action  if  neces¬ 
sary,  but  Daughters  of  Bilitis  leader  Sheri 
Barden  was  opposed,  citing  the  Bible  in  not 
countering  violence  with  violence.  After 
expressing  her  view,  she  walked  out  of  the 
meeting.  Gibson  emphasized  that  he  has 
been  working  with  Gary  Hayes,  an  assistant 
to  Boston  Polcie  Commissioner  Robert 
DiGrazia,  on  the  matter  of  protecting  gays 
from  violence.  And  Gibson  reported  that 
Boston  Police  have  begun  in  recent  weeks 
to  patrol  the  Back  Bay  Fens  on  foot  and  by 
motor  scooter.  The  Fenway  has  been  the 
scene  of  violence  against  gays  in  the  past. 
There  was  no  discussion  of  gay  defense 
actions  in  other  cities,  such  as  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  where  the  “Pink  Panthers”  organized 
to  protect  gays*  reportedly  with  some  suc¬ 
cess.  G.D.L.  leader  Gibson  said  he  was 
leaving  the  “nitty-gritty  details”  of  what 
they  would  do  to  the  Tuesday  night  sessions 
of  the  G.D.L.

BOSTON  (GCN)  -  WBZ  production, 
programming  and  news  personnel  met  with 
members  of  the  gay  community  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  Aug.  29,  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the 
station  could  better  cover  gay-oriented 
news;  An  outgrowth  of  an  earlier  meeting 
between  WBZ  executives  and  gay  leaders, 
the  session  was  the  first  in  a  series  of  con¬ 
sciousness-raising  meetings  with  different 
levels  of  station  personnel. 

Gay  representatives  present  were  Ann 
Maguire  of  “Gay  Way”;  Chris  Guerin  of 
the  Homophile  Community  Health  Service; 
Ian  Johnson  of  the  Gay  Community  News; 


and  Loretta  Lotman  of  Gay  Media  Action. 
The  group  talked  for  over  two  hours  with 
representatives  of  news,  public  affairs- 
“1674,  the  “Sonya  Hamlin”  show,  and 
others.  The  WBZ  staff  members  were  inter¬ 
ested  in  what  was  said  by  the  gays  and 
offered  several  suggestions  for  gay  input  to 
upcoming  programs. 

A  second  CR  session  for  WBZ  personnel 
is  set  for  Sept.  12.  Gay  Media  Action  is 
working  to  hold  regular  CR  meetings  with 
media  people  at  every  major  TV  station  in 
the  area.

Carthy  and  McGovern  efforts,  was  until 
yesterday  “advance  man”  for  Quinn  and 
had  also  been  involved  in  scheduling  cam¬ 
paign  activities  for  Mrs.  Claudia  Quinn,  the 
candidate’s  wife.  Advance  operations.  Beck 
explained,  involve  preparing  the  candidate’s 
appearances  and  working  with  field  co¬ 
ordinators.  Scheduling  involves  arranging 
the  events  to  be  covered  on  a  specific  day 
for  the  candidate  and  his  wife. 

In  the  last  week.  Beck  told  Gay  Com¬ 
munity  News,  he  became  very  disturbed 
with  certain  tactics  being  used  in  the  Quinn 
campaign.  He  was  particularly  upset  by  the 
headline  of  a  Quinn  advertisement  that  ap¬ 
peared  in  about  35  weekly  newspapers 
throughout  the  state.  The  headline,  “How 
Bob  Quinn  and  Michael  Dukakis  Differ  on 
Life,  Liberty,  and  the  Pursuit  of  Happi¬ 
ness,”  seemed,  to  Beck,  to  sensationalize 
certain  “liberal”  positions  Dukakis  had 
taken.  “As  a  member  of  the  gay  commun¬ 
ity,”  Beck  explained,  “I  became  further 
disturbed  and  outraged  when  letters  from 
Quinn,  expressing  his  anti-gay  opinions, 
were  brought  to  my  attention.  The  recent 
campaign  tactics,  the  atmosphere  of  panic, 
and  rumors  that  the  gay  issue  would  be 
sensationalized  in  future  advertising,  could 
only  be  considered  further  causes  for 
alarm,”  he  continued. 

On  Friday  morning.  Sept.  6,  Beck  told 
his  campaign  superior,  Assistant  Attorney 
General  William  Harrad,  of  his  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  with  these  “smear  tactics.”  Harrad  re¬ 
plied  that  the  content  of  the  ad,  not  the 
headline,  was  the  important  thing.  (The  ad 
copy  compared  Quinn’s  and  Dukakis’ 
opinions  on  selected  controversial  issues.) 

“Harrad’s  reaction,”  Beck  said,  “can  only 
affirm  in  my  mind  the  probable  viability 
of  rumors  of  up-and-coming  additional, 
ethically  questionable  campaign  tactics.” 
Beck  had  not  been  bothered  by  campaign 
tactics  before  this:  “It  had  been,  to  my 
understanding,  designed  to  be  a  clean  cam¬ 
paign.” 

Beck  turned  to  the  Gay  Community 
News  because  “I  felt  that  the  Gay  Com-

munity  News  should  have  first  opportunity 
to  use  this  information  because  it  has  been 
pretty  well-proven  by  statements  that 
Quinn  has  made  that  the  gay  community 
stands  to  suffer  greatly  from  these  tactics.” 

.  How  Much  Did  Quinn  Know? 

Gay  Community  News  asked  Beck  how 
much  he  felt  Attorney  General  Quinn  knew 
about  these  campaign  operations.  “The 
advance  operations  provide  staff  members 
that  escort  the  candidate  to  and  from  all 
events  every  day,”  replied  Beck.  “In  a  cam¬ 
paign  staff  under  200,  and  with  daily  con¬ 
tact  that  close,  is  it  conceivable  that  Quinn 
never  once  heard  or  became  aware  of  the 
location  of  that  operation?”  Beck  asked. 

Verification  Procedures 

Three  separate  calls  were  made  on  Sept. 
6  to  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General, 
Criminal  Division,  located  at  131  Tremont 
St.,  8th  floor,  at  the  official  number  of 
727-2241. 

On  the  first  call  made  to  Jan  Beck,  the 
caller  was  first  told  that  he  had  “just  step¬ 
ped  out  of  the  office”  and  was  asked  to 
leave  a  message.  The  secretary  then  said, 
“Wait  a  minute,  he  was  here  just  a  minute 
ago,  let  me  look  for  him.”  Suddenly  con¬ 
nected  to  another  line  in  the  division,  the 
answerer  responded  “Criminal  Division,” 
and  when  asked  for  Jan  Beck,  responded 
with  surprise  and  a  defensive,  “No,  we  have 
no  one  here  by  that  name.”  Returning  the 
call  immediately,  the  same  secretary  orig¬ 
inally  spoken  to  denied  Beck’s  existence  as 
well  as  ever  having  spoken  to  the  caller. 

The  third  call  made  by  a  different  Gay 
Community  News  staff  member  was  treated 
similarly.  Upon  asking  for  Jan  Beck,  the 
caller  was  told  to  “hold  the  line,  I’ll  see  if 
someone  knows  where  he  is.”  After  almost 
30  seconds,  she  returned  and  said,  “There 
is  no  such  person  in  this  office,  are  you 
sure  you  want  Criminal  Division?” 

The  Criminal  Division  officially  consists 
of  an  estimate  of  no  more  than  thirty  indi¬ 
viduals,  and  the  four  numbers  in  question 
are  answered  directly  in  the  office.

I  read  with  some  interest  Vin  Hoskin- 
son’s  letter  in  your  31  August  issue.  And  I 
must  say  that  I  heartily  disagree  with  his 
tone, and  the  import  of  his  suggestions  in 
general. 

Surely,  GCN,  like  all  other  periodicals 
with  high  ambitions  and  an  intelligent  and 
dedicated  staff,  feels  that  there  is  always 
room  for  more  and  better  writing.  We  all 
are  constantly  learning  from  the  criticisms 
of  our  friends  and  our  own  mistakes. 

But  V.H.’s  desire  for  neat  and  cubby¬ 
hole  demarcations  of  “News,”  “Analysis,”

To  the  Editor: 

I’ve  been  just  tremendously  impressed 
with  the  growth  of  GCN’s  effort  over  the 
past  eight  months,  and  am  genuinely  ex¬ 
cited  about  the  importance  of  its  role  in 
informing  and  educating  both  gay  and 
straight  brothers  and  sisters  to  the  serious¬ 
ness  of  our  struggle  to  liberation.  But  be¬ 
cause  of  the  responsibility  GCN  has  taken 
on  for  helping  to  shape  our  vision  of  our¬ 
selves,  sloppy  thinking  and  uninformed 
iconoclasm  on  its  pages  can  be  debilitating 
to  the  whole  movement.  I  would  like  to 
refer  to  one  such  misfortune— your  recent 
review  of  John  Lauritsen’s  “important 
pamphlet,”  Religious  Roots  of  the  Taboo 
on  Homosexuality. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  same  reviewer 
who  fails  to  distinguish  between  “relig¬ 
ion,”  “Christianity,”  and  “the  Church,” 
and  uses  them  as  synonyms,  which  they 
plainly  are  not,  also  misses  an  important 
truth  of  the  last  decades:  that  everywhere 
people  are  re-asking  essentially  religious 
questions,  re-discovering  the  wisdoms  of 
many  spiritual  traditions,  seeking  franti¬ 
cally  to  plug  into  interior  “wholeness” 
and  a  community  vivified  by  root  sym¬ 
bols  which  are  alive  and  which  bring  life. 

How  can  one  possibly  ignore  the  fact 
that  the  gay  community  and  the  gay  indi¬ 
vidual  is  involved  in  just  such  an  essenti¬ 
ally  religious  pilgrimage?  We  are  trying  to 
find  out  just  who  we  are.  We  are  trying  to 
affirm  the  beauty  of  our  experience.  We 
are  in  search  of  a  “soul.”  Aren’t  we?  Isn’t 
this  just  as  vital  to  our  liberation  as  the 
passage  of  important  human  rights  legisla¬ 
tion? 

If  we  can  get  beyond  the  confusion  of 
the  principles  of  Christianity  with  the 
sum  total  of  the  behavior  of  the  Church 
over  the  past  2000  years  (often  as  true 
Christianity’s  worst  enemy),  then  we  may 
find  a  body  of  wisdom  and  insight  speak¬ 
ing  very  directly  to  our  struggle.  After  all, 
the  Old  Testament  was  born  of  the  hope 
of  an  oppressed,  enslaved  people,  and  the 
New  Testament  of  the  hope  for  individual 
self-fulfillment  and  both  books  are  inesti¬ 
mably  rich  in  the  kind  of  understanding 
vital  to  the  support  of  people  fighting  for 
life-wherever  it  is  denied  in  its  whole¬ 
ness.  ^ 

The  point  is,  I  guess,  that  we  don’t 
have  to  relinquish  a  tradition  which  we 
can  very  rightly  claim  as  our  own.  Our  res¬ 
ponsible  role  is  as  prophets  of  a  new  truth 
and  interpreters  of  old  truths,  rejecting 
the  lie  which  has  been  foisted  upon  us  in 
the  name  of  Christianity,  but  not  reject¬ 
ing  Christianity  and  certainly  not  reject¬ 
ing  “religion.”  How  can  any  concerned 
gay  be  ignorant  of  the  important  work 
that  MCC  Boston  is  doing  in  this  regard? 

To  see  Christianity  as  a  necessarily 
daemonic  and  repressive  force  working 
against  instinctual  freedoms  is  to  miss,  out 
of  laziness  and  fear,  the  essentially  dy¬ 
namic,  evolving  nature  of  religion  and  our 
potential  role  in  its  evolution,  and  in  mov¬ 
ing  a  whole  culture  closer  to  his  humanity. 

The  materialist  estimate  of  religion  is 
wrong,  says  Harvey  Cox,  because  it  “not 
only  undercalculated  religion’s  durability 
but  also  overlooked  its  seldom-tapped  po¬ 
tential  for  cat  «  mg  political  and  cultural 
transforma  ru  !  ..  Let  us  be  sensitive  to  this 
potential,  as  well  as  to  our  own  human 
needs,  so  that  we  may  leave  our  imprint 
on  not  just  the  laws,  but  the  psyche  of 
Western  culture.

On  the  Male  Orientation 

of  the 

Gay  Movement 


by  Ed  Tynan 

The  gay  movement  in  Boston  is  of  lop- 
sidedly  male  orientation  at  least  in  this 
respect:  that  it  does  not  take  women  al¬ 
together  seriously  as  women,  even  though 
it  tries  to  take  them  seriously  as  gay  if  they 
happen  to  be  gay.  To  a  great  extent  this 
a  result  of  how  gay  men  have  tended  to 
be  oppressed  through  being  restricted  to  a 
one-sex  society;  gay  men  of  the  visible  gay 
subculture,  at  least,  have  usually  been  pre¬ 
vented  from  knowing  enough  women  well 
enough  to  feel  comfortable  with  them  or 
to  understand  the  oppression  of  women 
and  its  similarity  to  their  own. 

Consider,  for  example,  the  following 
extended  analogy:  All  gay  activists  are  in 
the  habit  of  objecting  to  people  who  try  to 
ignore  our  sexuality  or  to  acknowledge  it 
only  in  a  perfunctory  way.  We  often  re¬ 
mark  that  we  would  like  our  sexual  orien¬ 
tation  not  to  be  an  issue,  but  that  since  it 
very  much  is  an  issue  and  since  its  being  so 
is  a  central  fact  of  our  experience  it  is  not 
possible  for  a  person  who  does  not  come 
to  terms  with  it  to  accept  us  as  complete 
human  beings.  Unfortunately  in  a  racist, 
male  supremacist  and  otherwise  hierarchi¬ 
cal  society  hardly  anyone’s  identity  can 
be  simply  assumed;  as  Erving  Goffman 
points  out  in  Stigma:  Notes  on  the  Man¬ 
agement  of  Spoiled  Identity,  it  is  perhaps 
only  a  “young,  married,  white,  urban, 
northern  heterosexual  Protestant  father  of 
college  education,  fully  employed,  of  good 
complexion,  weight,  and  height,  and  a 
recent  record  in  sports”  who  can  take  for 
granted  that  there  is  nothing  radically 
wrong  with  him,  yet  even  in  a  society 
bristling  with  prejudice  the  prejudice 
against  gay  people  stands  out  as  so  ex¬ 
treme  as  to  need  to  be  confronted  quite 
explicitly  before  we  can  have  completely 
just  and  friendly  relationships  with  hetero¬ 
sexuals  or  among  ourselves. 

Everywhere  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
the  word  “woman”  could  be  substituted 
for  the  word  “gay”  without  the  accuracy 
of  its  statements  being  compromised;  yet 
many  a  gay  man  who  would  accept  the 
paragraph  as  it  stands  would  no  longer  find 
it  true  with  such  a  change.  He  wouldn’t 
know  enough  women  well  enough  to  see 
the  appropriateness  of  statements  which  if 
applied  to  him  would  be  perfectly  clear; 
as  a  result  of  which  usually  sincere  and  bio¬ 
graphically  inevitable  misunderstanding  he 
oppresses  women  in  a  subjectively  inno¬ 
cent,  bull-in-the-china-shop  sort  of  way. 

The  oppression  of  women  in  this  and 
almost  every  society  is  a  fundamental  fact 
of  our  experience  which  to  be  transcended 
must  be  struggled  with  systematically;  gay 
men  and  women  cannot  just  say  that  we 
are  in  favor  of  women’s  liberation  in  gen¬ 
eral  terms  or  endeavor  to  recruit  more  wo¬ 
men  to- our  organizations,  essential  though 
these  reforms  may  be.  On  the  contrary, 
we  must  study  and  discuss  the  entire  range 
of  topics  that  affect  the  women’s  move¬ 
ment,  recognizing  that  the  struggle  for 
women’s  liberation  is  as  necessary  to  all 
women’s  status  and  self-understanding  as 
the  struggle  for  gay  liberation  is  to  our 
own.  Only  when  we  relate  to  all  women 
as  women,  both  personally  and  politically, 
both  individually  and  collectively,  relating 
to  them  also  as  gay  if  they  be  gay,  black  if 
they  be  black  and  so  on,  will  we  be  accept¬ 
ing  the  just  demand  of  lesbian  feminists 
that  we  not  separate  their  sexuality  and 
their  womanhood  and  not  approach  them 
in  a  depersonalizing  way.  It  is,  I  think,  only 


in  this  way  that  we  will  be  embracing  the 
challenge  implicit  in  Jean  O’Leary’s  wise 
remark  at  the  recent  rally  in  New  York 
that  the  gay  movement  will  become  fem¬ 
inist  “or  it  will  wither  and  die.”  For  our 
movement  will  have  failed  in  its  very  soul, 
even  if  it  clatters  on  with  a  housand  Gay 
Pride  parades. 

It  may  be  objected  that  it  is  deperson¬ 
alizing  to  distinguish  between  men  and 
women  and  to  be  extremely  conscious  of 
the  historical  (of  course  not  biologically 
determined)  class  differences;  for  that 
matter  it  may  be  described  as  depersonal¬ 
izing  to  emphasize  the  special  situation  of 
people  who  are  gay.  But  in  fact  the  his¬ 
toric  conflicts  must  be  acknowledged  pre¬ 
cisely  in  order  that  they  be  overcome  and 
in  order  that  we  be  able  to  accept  each 
other  as  individual  and  completely  equal 
human  beings.  We  must  deal  with  our 
many  problems  by  striving  to  solve  them, 
not  by  ignoring  them  or  merely  hoping 
they’ll  go  away. 

Wishful  thinking  aside,  it  is  empty 
rhetoric  for  gay  men  to  say  that  they 
want  an  equal  role  for  women  in  the  gay 
movement  if  this  egalitarian  claim  is  not 
associated  with  a  commitment  to  the  goals 
of  the  women’s  movement  and  to  combat¬ 


ting  sexism,  for  fully  half  of  all  poltically 
active  gay  women  are  so  convinced,  and 
quite  rightly  so,  of  their  oppression  as 
women  that  they  are  unwilling  to  take  part 
in  a  movement  which  does  not  concern 
itself  with  that  oppression.  Without  this 
needed  deepening  of  our  perspective  the 
“gay  unity”  we  are  so  fond  of  talking  about 
means  “equal  participation  but  on  un¬ 
equal  terms”;  and  it  is  this  discrimination 
that  is  divisive,  not  women’s  objections  to 
it.  Thus  even  the  idea  of  gay  unity  itself 
should  impel  us  toward  the  struggle  for 
women’s  liberation,  a  liberation  from 
which  in  any  case  we  havee  nothing  to 
fear:  In  essence  gay  and  women’s  libera¬ 
tion  arecomplementaryand  mutually 
supportive  in  the  highest  degree. 

Solutions  Are  Possible 

If  we  really  want  to  achieve  a  non  male 
chauvinist  gay  movement,  however,  we 
shall  have  to  do  a  lot  more  than  just  des¬ 
cribe  the  present  inequality;  we  shall  need 
to  agree  upon  a  program  with  which  that 
inequality  can  be  overcome.  Denunciations 
of  sexism  may  afford  their  authors  psycho¬ 
logical  release,  but  in  the  absence  of  a 
positive  program  they  will  have  but  a  lim¬ 
ited  effect  on  the  community  at  large.  I 
would  like,  therefore,  to  suggest  to  the  ■  , 


consideration  of  the  Boston  gay  commun¬ 
ity  some  measures  which  I  think  would 

•  •  • 

be  prominent  in  such  a  program,  namely: 

+  The  extending  of  coverage  by  gay 
media  to  all  the  major  concerns  of  the  wo¬ 
men’s  movement,  such  as  medical  self-help, 
unimpeded  abortion,  prevention  of  rape, 
free  comprehensive  day  care,  economic 
equality,  women’s  culture  and  women’s 
history; 

+  Internal  consciousness-raising  in  all 
gay  groups  on  a  regular  basis  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  eradicating  prejudice  against  wo¬ 
men  and,  for  men,  of  a  great  variety  of 
prejudices  among  ourselves; 

+  Co-ordination  with  the  women’s 
movement  of  all  lobbying  and  other  poli¬ 
tical  activities  such  as  rallies,  conferences, 
planning  sessions,  speeches  and  parades 
and  participation  in  those  many  activities 
to  which  the  women’s  movement  has  al¬ 
ready  invited  our  support  (e.g.,  legislative 
struggles,  distribution  of  women’s  litera¬ 
ture,  International  Women’s  Day,  most  ac¬ 
tivities  of  N.O.W.  and  the  annual  demon¬ 
stration  on  August  26); 

+  And  searching  and  energetic  (also, 
preferably,  constructive)  criticism  by  gay 
groups  and  gay  individuals  of  sexual  preju¬ 
dice  within  the  social  life  of  the  gay  cqpi- 
munity  and  the  development  of  alternative 
social  practices  that  would  prove  inviting 
to  all  pro-gay,  pro-feminist  people  and 
where  our  sexuality  would  be  ever  more 
integrated  with  the  rest  of  our  lives. 

In  that  each  of  these  four  proposals,  es¬ 
pecially  the  last,  requires  further  explana¬ 
tion,  I  submit  the  following: 

1 .  To  those  gay  men  who  may  still  ob¬ 
ject  that  coverage  by  gay  media  of  all  the 
major  concerns  of  the  women’s  movement 
is  unnecessary  or  even  discriminatory  I  of¬ 
fer  two  observations:  first,  that  even  if  you 
do  not  yet  accept  the  inner  logic  of  pro¬ 
viding  such  coverage  you  should  not  in  any 
way  feel  threat  ened  by  it,  but  on  the  con¬ 
trary  you  should  be  pleased  by  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  a  more  unified  and  effective  gay 
movement  such  as  will  only  occur  through 
reconciliation  with  our  many  alienated  or 
about  to  be  alienated  sisters;  and  second, 
that  such  additional  coverage  is  not  dis¬ 
criminatory  in  that  it  is  aimed  at  overcom¬ 
ing  existing  discrimination  and  would  not 
in  any  case  reduce  the  attention  given  is¬ 
sues  of  direct  importance  to  men  (in  fact 
there  Would  be  a  corresponding  expansion 
of  coverage  to  men’s  and  even  “jock”  lib¬ 
eration).* 

2.  With  regard  to  regular  consciousness- 
raising  within  all  gay  groups  I  should  point 
out  that  I  am  well  aware  of  the  pitfalls  of 
consciousness-raising  per  se,  that  is  cons¬ 
ciousness-raising  that  is  not  connected  with 
any  real  activity.  What  I  am  proposing,  on 
the  contrary,  is  consciqusness'-  raising  for 
people  who  are  already  committed  and 
whose  practical  effectiveness  would  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  enhanced  by  improvement  of 
their  interpersonal  relations. 

3.  Co-ordination  with  the  women’s 
movement  of  all  our  political  activities  is  a 
logical  implication  of  concern  with  wo¬ 
men’s  issues  and  will  in  any  case  be  neces¬ 
sary  if  we  want  to  succeed.  Co-operation 
with  the  women’s  movement  implies  both 
depth  of  analysis  and  breadth  of  appeal, 
the  two  essential  ingredients  of  effective 
organizing. 

4a.  Criticism  of  gay  sexism  could  be 
carried  out  first  of  all  by  and  through  the

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MULTIPLE  RELATIONSHIPS 

Given  that  there  were  four  people  vari¬ 
ously  joined  together  by  love,  was  there 
any  reason  why  the  result  should  be  dis¬ 
cord?  ...  He  felt  no  conflict  between 
them;  they  appealed  to  different  regions  of 
his  heart.  How  he  longed  that  Kate,  too, 
would  never  feel  any  conflict  in  herself 
between  him  and  Jules;  and  that  Kate  and 
Gilberte  would  never  be  enemies!(6)  (Italics 
mine.) 

We  have  different  regions  in  our  hearts 
and  when  we  relate  to  only  one  person 
many  of  those  regions  go  unfulfilled.  Two 
people  cannot  satisfy  all  of  each  other’s 
needs,  for  each  personality  is  multi-faceted 
and  is  reflected  differently  in  different 
lights. 


Here  we  come  to  the  most  serious  and 
draining  personal  problem  that  arises  among 
women  in  the  movement  (at  least  among  us 
here  in  Boston)— that  of  multiple  relation= 
ships  and  how  we  deal  with  the  issue  of 
monogamy  (whether  in  heterosexual  or  in 
homosexual  relationships).  Most  of  us  be¬ 
lieve  that  monogamous  relationships  are 
stifling  to  our  full  human  development  and 
that  the  intense  one-to-one  exclusivity  fos¬ 
tered  by  the  nuclear  family  thwarts  devel¬ 
opment. 

One  of  the  most  stifling  aspects  of  mon¬ 
ogamous  gay  relationships  is  that  even  more 
than  in  heterosexual  relationships  mono¬ 
gamy  isolates  the  partners  from  other  wo¬ 
men.  Many  gay  women  in  monogamous  re¬ 
lationships  find  it  difficult  to  have  friends. 
In  a  heterosexual  realtionship,  unless  the 
husband  or  lover  is  neurotically  jealous,  the 
female  usually  has  or  can  have  many  female 
friends,  since  they  pose  no  threat  to  the 
male  lover.  Female  friends  do  pose  a  threat 
to  a  female  lover,  however.  Thus,  in  many 
monogamous  gay  relationships  there  is  a 


turning  inward  away  from  other  women 
that  isolates  and  stifles  individual  develop¬ 
ment.  There  is  a  tendency  for  the  couple  to 
rely  solely  on  each  other,  to  be  jealous  and 
suspicious  of  any  other  female  companions 
unless  they  are  in  couples.  Monogamous 
gay  couples  often  become  so  bound  up  in 
one  another  that  their  identities  tend  to 
merge  and  they  lose  their  autonomy.  They 
become  “Anne  and  Mary.”  This  is  true,  also 
of  heterosexual  relationships,  but  for  the 
above  mentioned  reason  a  woman  in  a  het¬ 
erosexual  relationship  has  a  greater  option 
for  female  friends. 

Thus  it  is  necessary  if  one  is  to  have  a 
monogamous  relationship  and  try  to  main¬ 
tain  autonomy  and  individuality,  to  work 
constantly  at  overcoming  feelings  of  jeal¬ 
ousy,  possessiveness,  and  ownership  and  to 
regard  the  partner  as  a  separate  and  unique 
human  being  with  separate  needs.  It  is 
necessary  for  each  person  in  the  relation¬ 
ship  to  pursue  her  own  interests  and  to 
make  it  clear  to  the  world  that  she  is  an 
individual  and  not  just  half  of  a  couple. 

This  is  difficult  to  do  in  light  of  the  world’s 
tendency  to  promote  couples  to  the  detri¬ 
ment  of  individuals. 

Because  of  our  upbringing  we  find  our¬ 
selves  in  the  paradoxical  situation  of  trying 
to  implement  something  that  we  do  not 
believe  in  emotionally.  Our  intellectual  de¬ 
velopment  in  this  area  is  far  ahead  of  our 
emotional  development,  it  is  especially  dif¬ 
ficult  in  relationships  among  new  gay  wo¬ 
men  who  as  feminists  have  a  strong  com¬ 
mitment  to  non-exclusive  relationships,  yet, 
as  everyone  who  lives  in  this  society,  are 
inculcated  with  the  attitude  that  monog¬ 
amy,  exclusivity,  and  one-to-one  intimacy 
are  essential.  Because  of  the  newness  of  gay 
life  in  general,  new  gay  women  feel  fearful 
and  insecure  and  multiple  relationships  en¬ 
hance  this  insecurity. 

The  question  here  is  how  much  energy 
do  we  want  to  put  into  changing  our  emo¬ 
tional  attitudes?  No  one  knows  what  hu¬ 
man  relationships  will  be  like  in  the  future. 
Judging  from  the  past  (anthropological 
studies  of  pre-historical  societies,  for  ex¬ 
ample)*  and  from  the  few  experiments  like 
the  Kubbitzim  that  have  occurred  in  mod¬ 
ern  times,  human  beings  are  capable  of  suc¬ 
cessfully  and  happily  relating  emotionally 
and/or  sexually  in  non-monogamous  group 
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situations.  The  primary  purpose  that  mon¬ 
ogamy  serves  is  to  uphold  the  capitalist 
state.  It  is  good  for  capitalism  to  have  mon¬ 
ogamous  relationships  which  put  the  bur¬ 
den  of  responsibility  for  child  rearing  on 
the  individual.  It  is  good  for  capitalism  to 
have  individuals  who  are  incapable  of  group 
(communal)  living. 

The  power  of  the  family  resides  in 
its  social  mediating  function.  It  reinforces 
the  effective  power  of  the  ruling  class 
in  any  exploitative  society  by  providing 
a  highly  controllable  paradigmatic  form 
for  every  social  institution.  So  we  find 
the  family  form  replicated  through  the 
social  structures  of  the  factory,  the  un-- 
ion  branch,  the  school  ...  (7) 

The  family  which  perpetuates  the  state 
perpetuates  itself  through  the  philosophy 
of  monogamy.  The  nuclear  family,  with  its 
philosophy  of  economic  dependence  and 
property -based  relationships— the  program¬ 
ming  we  get  from  earliest  childhood  in  the 
intense  and  stifling  one-to-one  relationship 
between  the  child  and  its  mother— creates 
the  deep  insecurity  and  dependence  on 
intimate  exclusive  relationships  that  we  all 
feel  to  one  degree  or  another.  It  also  cre¬ 
ates  the  rigid  sex  roles  that  we  are  forced  to 
adopt  and  that  particularly  oppress  gay  peo¬ 
ple  and  women.  Nevertheless,  the  need  for 
intimacy  exists  and  is  so  deep-seated  a  part 
of  the  society  that  it  is  probably  impossible 
to  deal  with  on  a  large  scale  in  our  genera¬ 
tion. 

Bruno  Bettelheim  compares  the  ability 
of  the  children  of  the  kibbutz  to  relate  in 
group  situations  and  their  relative  inability 
or  lack  of  need  for  intimate  one-to-one  re¬ 
lationships  to  a  contrary  situation  in  Hol¬ 
land  where  babies  are  reared  in  isolation 
from  other  children  and  physical  stimula¬ 
tion,  i.e.  toys,  mobiles,  gimmicks  that  Amer¬ 
ican  babies  have  from  the  day  they’re  born. 

.  .  .  the  mother’s  devotion  to  her  in¬ 
fant  .  .  .  lays  the  basis  for  a  one-to-one 
relationship,  for  the  wish,  later  in  life  to 
find  fulfillment  in  the  deep  and  concen¬ 
trated  relationship  in  one  other  person- 
in  adolescence  through  the  single  great 
friendship,  in  maturity  through  the  mari¬ 
tal  relationship,  Thus  in  her  earliest  ex¬ 
perience  the  Dutch  infant  learns  to  con¬ 
centrate,  to  receive  from  and  to  give  to 
one  person  only.  And  ideally,  each  ad¬ 


justment  to  this  person  improves  the  one 
relation  that  (for  him)  is  his  central  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  world. 

. . .  Exposed  as  he  is  to  so  many 
more  people,  around  even  the  most  inti¬ 
mate  aspects  of  life,  the  kibbutz  child 
knows  an  infinitely  wider  spectrum  of 
challenges  and  reactions  ...  He  escapes 
the  middle-class  child’s  risk  of  constraint 
to  a  single  language  and  none  other. 

. .  .  This,  too,  furthers  the  kibbutz 
child’s  independence,  because  he  learns 
so  early  to  interact  with  the  many.  Nor 
are  the  interactions  empty,  compared  to 
a  richness  we  (in  America)  are  taught  to 
expect  (from  one  person)  and  then  do 
not  receive.  Such  a  richness  of  human 
relations  is  more  an  ideal  with  us  than  an 
everyday  reality.  So  while  kibbutz  found¬ 
ers  fear  this  subtle  feeling  for  intimacy 
is  absent  in  the  kibbutz-born  generation, 
it  is  a  generation  that  never  had  intimacy 
held  out  to  them  as  an  ideal,  as  it  is  in 
our  society,  which  makes  the  many  here 
who  cannot  reach  it  feel  doubly  alien¬ 
ated.  (8) 


The  success  of  multiple  relationships 
will  depend  on  a  new  generation  of  people 
-like  the  generation  who  founded  the  kib- 
butzim-who  are  devoted  to  a  particular 
philosophical  bias— the  bias  away  from  ex¬ 
clusivity  and  property  rights.  As  long  as  we 
are  reared  in  the  nuclear  family,  under  a 
capitalist  system,  inculcated  from  the  day 
we  are  born  with  the  concept  of  exclusivity, 
monogamy,  intimacy,  and  one-to-one  rela¬ 
tionships,  we  will  probably  be  incapable  of 
achieving  stability  jn  any  other  situation. 
(This  is  not  to  say  that  we  will  be  able  to 
achieve  happiness  in  a  monogamous  situa-

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Gay  Rights  in  The  USSR

When  it  comes  to  civil  rights,  life  in  the 
Soviet  Union  today  must  really  be  a  drag; 
art  and  literature  being  banned,  dissidents 
being  suppressed.  Meanwhile,  Communist 
Parties  all  over  the  world  sing  the  praises 
of  the  USSR  in  unison,  but  not  in  much 
harmony  with  reality v  Is  the  Soviet  Union 
really  Socialist?  If  so,  then  socialism  must 
be  vile  and  inhibitive.  But  we  might  be 
very  surprised  at  the  real  history  of  gay 
rights  and  the  Russian  Revolution. 

Unfortunately  most  of  the  real  facts  of 
the  revolution  have  been  buried,  and  virtu¬ 
ally  all  of  the  facts  surrounding  the  gay 
movement  of  that  time.  But  there  is  laven¬ 
der  dust  in  the  history  books  if  we  search 
for  it.  We  should  all  know  that  in  October 
of  1917  there  was  a  revolution  in  Russia. 
The  Bolsheviks,  led  by  Lenin  and  Trotsky, 
were  swept  into  power  in  response  to  de¬ 
mands  for  an  end  to  Russian  involvement 
in  the  World  War,  bread  for  the  people,  and 
land  for  the  peasants.  Rembmber  that  the 
revolution  had  started  the  February  before 
in  a  massive  anti-war  strike  in  the  industrial 
city  of  Petrograd,  a  strike  organized  and 
led  by  women  on  International  Women 's 
Day.  By  December,  the  Leninist  regime  had 
not  only  started  action  on  various  eco¬ 
nomic  and  political  problems,  but  on  the 
most  radical  social  legislation  as  well.  Abor¬ 
tion  was  made  legal.  Divorce  laws  were 
taken  off  the  books,  as  were  all  laws  with¬ 
holding  contraceptives.  The  reactionary 
Tzarist  laws  against  homosexuality  were 
thrown  out.  Dr.  Batkin  of  the  Moskow  In¬ 
stitute  of  Social  Hygiene  said  at  that  time, 
“Soviet  law  declares  the  absolute  non¬ 
interference  of  the  state  and  society  into 
sexual  matters  so  long  as  nobody  is  injured 
and  no  one’s  interests  are  encroached  upon.” 
Batkin  also  stated  (as  opposed  to  European 
legislation),  “Soviet  legislation  treats  homo¬ 
sexuality  exactly  the  same  as  so-called 
‘natural’  intercourse.” 

This  was  a  socialist  revolution,  and  it 
went  far  -  beyond  mundane  politics,  Lenin¬ 
ists  viewed  the  revolution  as  the  first  time 
in  history  when  humanity  might  begin  to 
realize  its  full  potential  in  civilization.  Even 
if  Russia  was  a  backwards  country  under 
military  siege  by  every  imperialist  country 
on  the  globe  and  blockaded  from  all  out¬ 
side  help,  the  Bolsheviks  were  determined 
to  realize  their  dream  of  a  free  society  (free 
from  want  as  well  as  oppression).  Teams  of 
women  went  into  the  countryside  to  spread 
news  of  a  woman’s  liberation  to  the  peasant¬ 
ry,  and  health  care  officials  to  educate  wo¬ 
men  on  birth  control  and  legal  rights.  The 
just-liberated  printing  houses  were  turning 
out  posters,  books  and  pamphlets  in  the 
various  languages  to  educate  the  country  in 
this  new,  modern  way  of  life. 
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Trotsky  claimed  that,  “The  revolution 
made  a  heroic  effort  to  destroy  the  so- 
called  ‘family  hearth’— that  stuffy  and  stag¬ 
nate  institution  in  which  the  women  of  the 
toiling  classes  perform  galley  labor  from 
childhood  to  death.  The  place  of  the  family 
as  a  shut-in  petty  enterprise  (was)  to  be 
occupied  (according  to  plans)  by  a  finished 
system  of  social  care  and  accommodations: 
maternity  houses,  creches,  kindergardens, 
schools,  social  dining  rooms,  social  laun¬ 
dries,  first-aid  stations,  hospitals,  sanatoria, 
athletic  organizations,  moving-picture  the¬ 
atres,  etc.” 

Throughout  the  Western  world,  sexual 
liberationists  looked  to  the  Soviet  Union  as 
the  model  for  free  sexual  legislation  and  a 
constructive  effort  to  change  society.  The 
International  Congresses  of  the  World 
League  for  Sexual  Reform  always  featured 
speakers  from  the  Societ  Union,  especially 
on  the  topic  of  abortion.  Likewise,  the  So¬ 
viet  Union  supported  Western  efforts  for 
sexual  reform.  The  Great  Societ  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  of  the  time  had  this  to  say  as  part  of 
its  passage  on  homosexuality:  “.  .  .  in  ad¬ 
vanced  capitalist  countries,  the  struggle  for 
abolition  of  these  hypocritical  laws  is  far 
from  over.  In  Germany,  for  example,  Mag¬ 
nus  Hirshfield  is  leading  a  fierce  and  not 
unsuccessful  struggle  to  abolish  the  laws 
against  homosexuality.” 

But,  unfortunately,  this  is  not  the  early 
1920s.  In  the  Soviet  Union  today,  gays  are 
considered  diseased,  to  be  cured  by  read¬ 
ing  “Marx”  in  concentration  camps.  The 
country  which  had  the  most  liberal  sex 
laws  in  the  world  is  now  among  the  most 
reactionary.  In  the  mid-thirties  abortion 
was  again  declared  illegal  and  women  were 
re-educated  into  the  “joys  of  motherhood.” 
The  State  even  gave  medals  to  women  for 
producing  the  most  children.  The  family 
was  restored  to  its  former  status  of  a  holy 
institution,  and  homosexuality  was  again  a 
social  peril  (as  it  was  under  the  Tsar). 

What  could  cause  this  regression  from 
the  revolutionary  gains  made  in  the  sexual 
sphere?  Lenin  died  in  1924.  This  would  be 
incidental,  except  that  by  the  time  of  Len¬ 
in’s  death,  a  large  and  powerful  group  was 
rising  in  the  nation  which  was  basically  op¬ 


posed  to  his  ideals.  The  Soviet  Union,  as 
stated  earlier,  was  a  backward  country.  Few 
of  the  programs  that  Trotsky  outlined  could 
be  met.  People  were  still  hungry,  ill-housed. 


uneducated.  Naturally,  some  were  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  receive  privileges.  The  government 
made  day-to-day  decisions  on  how  food, 
shelter,  and  clothing  would  be  allocated. 
Those  with  the  power  to  do  so  set  aside  a 
little  for  themselves  first,  took  graft,  help¬ 
ed  their  friends,  and  were  able  to  protect 
each  other  from  discovery. 

This  motley  collection  of  petty  thieves, 
corrupt  officials,  and  aspiring,  small-time 
dictators  were  well  organized  by  Joseph 
Stalin.  By  1924,  they  represented  a  real 
force.  In  league  with  the  rich  farmers,  they 
could  bid  for  power.  Recognizing  this,  be¬ 
fore  he  died  Lenin  denounced  Stalin,  then 
organizational  secretary  of  the  Community 
Party,  as  a  rude  and  power-hungry  person. 
He  predicted  that  the  Soviet  Union  was  a 
victim  of  “grave  bureaucratic  distortion” 
that  could  lead  to  a  reversal  of  the  revolu¬ 
tion.  Those  deathbed  words  were  sup¬ 
pressed  by  the  bureaucrats  and  to  this  day 
are  never  mentioned.  With  Lenin  gone,  the 
Stalinists  moved  in.  They  were  obviously 
more  interested  in  personal  gain  than  the 
new  society  that  Lenin  had  envisioned. 
Ruthlessly  destroying  their  opposition, 
prisons  and  disappearances  replaced  democ¬ 
racy.  Efforts  were  made  to  close  down  the 
social  programs.  Without  declaring  their 
true  reactionism  and  plans  for  staging  a 
counter-revolution,  they  couched  every¬ 
thing  in  “socialist-sounding”  language.  Con¬ 
servative  values  were  brought  back,  but  in 
disguised  terms. 

In  1934,  a  round-up  of  gays  began.  Panic 
broke  out  among  Soviet  homosexuals,  re¬ 
portedly  causing  suicides  in  the  Red  Army 
itself.  The  laws  were  changed  to  pronounce 
homosexuality  as  a  “perversion  consisting 
of  an  unnnatural  attraction  to  members  of 
the  same  sex,”  punishable  by  seven  years 
imprisonment.  The  press  began  a  vicious 


slander  campaign  against  gays,  saying  that 
homosexuality  was  a  fascist  disease  and  tha 
gays  were  most  likely  German  spies.  The 
Stalinists’  reactionary  attacks  were  part  of 
an  effort  to  destroy  opposition  from  the 
artistic  and  intellectual  community  of  the 
Soviet  Union— an  oppositon  most  dangerou: 
to  tyrants— which  is  today  just  beginning  to 
re-awaken. 

Four  decades  of  ruthless  oppression  latei 
a  small  but  growing  circle  of  dissidents  is 
beginning  to  arise;  they  are  being  voiced 
through  such  underground  publications  as 
the  Samsidat.  Some  of  these  civil-rights 
activists  have  been  completely  miseducated 
by  the  Stalinists  and  duped  into  believing 
that  the  Soviet  dictatorship  is  in  some  way 
socialist.  They  have  rejected  history  and 
socialism  in  favor  of  their  idealistic  and 
dead-wrong  view  that  life  in  the  West  is 
somehow  better.  Some,  though,  are  discov¬ 
ering  their  history  and  the  true  meaning  of 
Bolshevism.  They’re  unearthing  the  real 
works  of  the  original  Russian  revolution¬ 
aries  and  finding  hope  for  a  political  revolu¬ 
tion  in  the  future. 

Information  is  tight  and  we  have  little 
knowledge  of  a  possible  gay  rights  move¬ 
ment  emerging  from  the  chaos  of  the  new 
Soviet  opposition.*  It  can  only  be  hoped 
that  a  renaissance  of  revolutionary  thought 
will  see  the  place  of  a  sexual  revolution.  A 
definite  part  of  the  past,  it  can  become 
part  of  the  second  wave  of  socialist  revolu¬ 
tion. 

*Please,  if  anyone  knows  of  any  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  gay  question  in  Soviet  circles 
today ,  it  would  be  of  great  interest  to  the 
author.  Information  might  help  in  possibly 
having  another  article  in  the  future  on  the 
gay  movement  in  the  Soviet  Union. 
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feel  strongly  that  the  social  patterns  of  our 
existing  subculture  should  be  looked  at 
very  closely  rather  than  ignored;  secondly 
through  the  activity  of  infernal  conscious¬ 
ness  raising,  already  proposed  thirdly 
through  a  commitment  from  some  individ¬ 
uals  to  talk  about  women’s  issues  on  every 
possible  occasion;  and  fourthly  through  the 
formation  of  one  or  more  perhaps  informal 
subgroups  of  people  who  will  be  able  to 
devote  a  lot  of  energy  to  the  struggle 
against  gay,sexism  and  to  insuring  that 
struggle’s  systematic  character.  (With  the 
criticizing  of  gay  sexism  as  with  so  many 
other  tasks  it  will  be  necessary  to  devise  a 
specific  plan  and  pool  our  resources  if  we 
want  to  accomplish  anything.) 

4b.  (Social  alternatives.)  A  gay  commu¬ 
nity  center  or  perhaps  a  Human  Center 
could  be  of  help  in  this,  but  for  the  mo¬ 
ment  it  will  be  necessary  to  plan  liberated 
social  activities  on  a  smaller  scale,  as  in 
consciousness-raising  groups  and  weekly 
raps  and  in  dances  where  the  lighting  and 
the  opportunity  for  conversation!  are  con¬ 
ducive  to  a  non-cruisy  atmosphere.  As  of 
now,  gay  activists  here  in  Boston  do  not 
often  even  have  parties  of  our  own,  but 
tend  to  alternate  between  almost  mono- 
sexual  commercial  establishments  and  the 
company  of  our  sexual  partners  and  imme¬ 
diate  friends.  Gay  communes,  especially 
mixed  gay  communes,  are  almost  unheard 
of  and  openly  gay  participation  in  the  food 
co-op  /  day  care  /  community  organizing 
counterculture  is  rather  rare.  Yet  a  really 
feminist  gay  movement  would  undoubted¬ 


ly  evolve  a  social  life  in  which  many  men 
and  women  were  enthusiastic  about  each 
other’s  company,  in  which  the  sexual  im¬ 
mediacy  of  men  meeting  other  men  was 
not  overpowering  and  in  which  all  pro-gay 
(e.g.,  bisocial  and  bisensual,  if  not  bisex¬ 
ual)  people  would  feel  at  home.  For  people 
who  really  understand  (instead  of  just  re¬ 
acting  to)  fheir  own  oppression  will  also 
come  to  appreciate  the  oppression  of 
others  and  may  even  arrive  at  an  analysis 


of  oppression  in  general  (which  is  what 
feminism  and  for  that  matter  socialism  are 
all  about). 


As  of  now  the  problems  of  our  social 
lives  often  seem  as  intractable  as  they  are 
important. 

My  immediate  recommendations  in  this 
area  are  that  there  be  formed  at  least  a 
small  committee  for  social  alternatives,  that 
the  committee  now  formulating  a  proposal 
for  a  gay  community  center  produce  for  us 
a  discussion  of  gay  community,  that  each 
organization  in  connection  with  its  cons¬ 
ciousness-raising  recognize  and  in  some  way 
act  on  the  need  for  a  multiplication  of  lib¬ 
erated  social  events  and  that  the  question 
be  thoroughly  explored  in  the  gay  media. 

The  Feminist  Future 

Beyond  all  these  specific  recommenda- 
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tions,  however,  and  yet  within  them,  there 
lies  for  many  gay  men  a  broader  vision  and 
a  change  of  heart,  a  decision  Ithat  we  will 
no  longer  allow  a  cruel  society  that  has 
separated  us  from  many  of  our  sisters  and 
from  parts  of  ourselves  to  have  its  way, 
and  a  self-affirmation  whereby  we  realize 
that  liberation  for  women  is  in  fact  our 
own. 

For  many  gay  women  who  now  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  gay  movement  the  gay/feminist 
movement  that  is  ours  to  struggle  for  could 
mean  an  end  to  the  harsh  dilemma  of  di¬ 
vided  loyalties  according  to  which  they 
have  been  compelled  to  choose  among 
three  movements  (women’s,  gay  and  lesbian 
separatist)  with  which  they  identify  and  in 
each  of  which  are  to  be  found  many  of 
their  friends.  s 

For  the  women’s  movement  in  general 
it  would  be  of  benefit  to  have  closer  ties 


with  those  gay  women  who  are  often  now 
somewhat  aloof  from  it  and  to  add  the  sup¬ 
port  of  a  number  of  progressive  men. 

And  for  lesbian  separatists  a  growing 
together  of  the  gay  and  women’s  move¬ 
ments  might  imply  a  lessening  of  their  own 
double  alienation  and  would  involve  an  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  their  valid  criticisms  of  the 
limita  tions  of  both  milieux. 

We  must  not  flinch  from  recognizing 
that  for  the  gay  movement  to  become  fem¬ 
inist  will  entail  a  tremendous  effort;  that 
will  be  but  an  illustration  of  Spinosa’s 
fine  dictum  (with  which  he  concludes  his 
Ethics )  that  “everything  noble  is  as  difficult 
as  it  is  rare.”

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tion  either,  but  the  chances  may  be  greater, 
given  our  backgrounds,  as  the  example  of 
Holland  serves  to  illustrate.) 

The  security  that  the  exclusive  relation¬ 
ship  provides  in  a  hostile  world  is  not  to  be 
taken  lightly.  Intimacy  with  one  individual 
can  be  our  bulwark  against  total  alienation. 

(I  am  not  talking  about  lifelong  monogamy 
but  successive  monogamous  relationships, 
what  Reich  defined  as  ‘permanent  relation¬ 
ships,’  which  can  last  from  a  few  months  to 
years  and  are  defined  by  their  quality  and 
intensity  rather  than  the  length  of  time  they 
last  or  a  marriage  contract.)  It  seems  to  me 
that  no  feminist  or  revolutionary  can  think 
realistically  in  terms  of  permanency.  The 
concept  of  permanency  is  antithetical  to  the 
dialectical  materialist  analysis  on  which 
feminism  is  based. 

Our  political  effectiveness  in  part  depends 
on  our  emotional  lives  remaining  stable.  In¬ 
sofar  as  any  human  being  can  be  stable  in 
the  society  in  which  we  live,  as  revolution¬ 
aries  we  have  an  obligation  to  maintain 
some  equilibrium  and  not  to  subvert  our 
political  effectiveness  through  avoidable 
emotional  trauma.  We  have  a  dual,  almost - 
mutually  exclusive  obligation;  to  make  a 
revolution  which  will  establish  a  society  that 
will  allow  us  freedom  of  sexual  expression 
and  to  begin  to  implement  our  ideas  now. 


We  must  change  attitudes  while  we  are 
changing  institutions.  It  is  questionable 
which  is  the  most  difficult  of  the  two.  It  is 
unquestionable  that  the  two  are  parallel 
revolutions.  The  thing  that  sets  the  feminist 
movement  apart  from  any  other  social 
movement  is  its  emphasis  on  an  integration 
of  personal  and  political.  This  integration 
creates  a  difficult  paradox. 

We  must  make  careful  choices.  We  must 
be  sure  how  we  want  to  spend  most  of  our 
time;  We  can  spend  most  of  our  time  in 
“struggle  sessions”  with  our  sisters  or  lovers 
trying  to  work  out  the  complexities  of 
multiple  relationships,  jealousy,  possessive¬ 
ness,  etc.,  or  we  can  spend  the  major  por¬ 
tion  of  our  time  in  effective  political  activ¬ 
ity.  (Of  course,  if  we  are  rare,  we  may  be 
able  to  have  multiple  relationships  without 
any  hassles.)  This  generation  may  of  neces¬ 
sity  have  to  sacrifice  the  experience  of  suc¬ 
cessful  multiple  relationships,  for  they  are 


too  emotionally  draining,  they  consume 
too  much  energy  and  time  to  justify  in 
light  of  the  very  real  political  tasks  that  we 
!  all  face.  (I  speak  only  of  multiple^sexual 
relationships  in  this  context,  and  I  am  talk¬ 
ing  about  serious  quality  relationships,  not 
short-lived  sexual  encounters.) 
j  Until  we  have  a  strong  movement  with 
]  a  philosophical  orientation  toward  new  life- 
j  styles  (which  we  do  have  in  the  women’s 
movement)  and  the  strength  (and  numbers) 
to  bring  up  the  next  generation  of  people 
inculcated  with  that  philosophy  we  will 
not  get  a  society  with  the  emotional  stabil¬ 
ity  to  live  communally,  to  form  multiple 
relationships.  All  Utopias  to  date  have 
failed  including  those  born  in  the  ’60s  of 
the  flower  generation  because  they  did  not 
take  into  consideration  the  economic,  so¬ 
cial,  and  political  framework  in  which  they 
were  established.  It  is  impossible  to  build  a 
subculture  which  will  survive  independent¬ 
ly  of  the  culture  on  which  it  parasitically 
depends  for  its  life.  Unless  the  subculture 


becomes  big  enough  to  subvert  the  cul¬ 
ture  on  which  it  is  nourished,  it  will  have 
a  short  life.  Hopefully  the  feminist  sub¬ 
culture  will  become  a  mass  movement  that 
can  overthrow  the  culture  on  which  it 
grows.  ■ 

We  are  eventually  confronted  with  the 
choice:  to  continue  the  struggle  on  a  per¬ 
sonal  level  in  our  own  lives  or  to  shelve  it 
for  the  future  while  we  concentrate  pri¬ 
marily  on  changing  the  institutions  now. 
This  choice  is  particularly  difficult  for  gay 
women  and  feminists  who  are  just  coming 
out.  To  want  to  implement  one’s  political 
beliefs  and  to  feel  emotionally  incapable 
of  doing  so  causes  a  sometimes  unbearable 
schizophrenia.  But  it  is  a  schizophrenia  that 
the  women’s  movement  is  capable  of  re¬ 
solving.
